The only 
arm that Burgess and the sergeant ray 
ried was a single army revolver.

withstanding |]ie serious risk, they bold- 
ly started forward over tho 400 yards of 
open vailey. The poacher was so occu- 
pied in bkiuiiing hia buffalo that lie did 
not see Burgess until he was withiu 16 
or 20 feet of him. He then started for 
his rifle, but'on an order from Burgess 
stopped and surrendered. Near him wore 
the bodies of five buffalo, fresh killed. 
That night he waa taken to tlw Lako 
hotel and sab^ecniciitly brought to thiH 
place, where I now hold him confined in 
the guardhouse, awaiting your orders in 
the cose. He was brought in by Burgess 
and onb luan of my party on the even- 
ing of the 16th."
